OLDER. 

If proper care and skill are ex¬ 
ercised, cidpr can be manufactur¬ 
ed of a quality equal to the best of 
Wine. In tbe first place, make it 
late in November, so that the 
fruit may ripen; second, cast Out 
of the heap all that are decayed, 
and then with a hose-pipe, if you 
have water-head, Wash the apples 
clean. Grind fine, press, and bar¬ 
rel tbe juice tbe same day. Strain 
it into the casks from the press, 
through coarse sand—the layer 
three or four inches thick. Put 
the casks into a moderately cool 
place, and watch the fermentation. 
As soon as the first fermentation 
is completed, and when the cider 
is sparkling and sweet, add to 
each barrel four ounces of Isinglass, 
or fish-glue, dissolved in one gal-, 
Ion of warm cider. Turn it into 
the bung-hole, leaving ample room 
for It. (At least two gallons 
should be-drawn from the cask.) 
What is known as “Cooper’s” is¬ 
inglass is the best. At the end 
of a month, the cider will be ready 
to bottle, or to rack off into a sweet 
clean ^ cask for use. The tap 
should be about four inches from 
the bottom of the Cask in drawing 
off; and all below rejected. If the 
elder is not drawn off, put into 
cask six ounces of sulphite of Bine 
Xllorsford’s) , after fermentation.

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The BlOBt Independent One In the World 
Is In Norway. 

Brobably the most independent and 
aristocratic bank in the, world is the 
Norges or national bank of Norway. It 
seems to be wholly indifferent to doing 
business of any kind, and what it does 
do it insists upon doing in its own 
deliberate wny. Socially the bank is of 
considerable importance. The directors 
meet twice a week, and these friendly 
gatherings arc said to be most enjoyable 
affairs. Loans and discounts form the 
chief subjects of conversation. No loan 
or disqount can be made without the ap¬ 
proval % of throe of tho directors. 

Suppose the directors are to hold a 
meeting on Wednesday and you want 
to bbrrow $6,000 on Monday. You ap¬ 
ply to Norges bank and are told that 
the matter will be taken under consid¬ 
eration at tho directors’ meeting on 
Wednesday, and yon may look for ap 
answer to your application by Thurs¬ 
day. It does not matter in tho least that 
you want the $5,000 on Monday, and 
not Thursday. You simply have to 
wait. - 

Tho origin of this institution was as 
peculiar as its management is unusual. 
Spoil after the nominal union of Nor¬ 
way find Sweden, in 1814, the latter 
country began to feel the need of great¬ 
er money facilities to meet the demands 
of the rapidly increasing commerce. 
The problem of securing the necessary 
capital for a great national institution 
was a very simple one for the Nor¬ 
wegian government. 

It raised stockholders for tho bank 
just as it-i-aisecl soldiers for its armies. 
Every well to do citizen wfis compelled 
to take so much stock. He was always at 
liberty to take more,if he chose, but al¬ 
ways in amounts divisible by five. 
Bookkeeping was made easy on a new 
principle, in accordance with which 
sums ending in other figures than five 
and zero were to be excluded from the 
books. 

This national bank is also a pawn¬ 
shop; It is authorized by law to lend 
money oh any nonperisbable goods, pro¬ 
vided they can be deposited in the bank 
and kept under -look and key. For this 
service it; charges rather less than the 
usual' pawnbroker’s interest, which 
may perhaps account for the rarity of 
private pawnshops ;in Norway. In, the 
regular loan department the curious 
rule is enforced that loans may not be

For centuries the inhabitants of the 
tropics have been devising ways to: 
keep cook Hot only have the natural 
resources of their own countries been 
converted into ^methods of cooling 
schemes, but the mechanical skill of 
modem science has also been introduced 
by the fabulously wealthy rulers of these 
semi barbarous lands. " 

The natives of Hew Guinea, Who are 
compelled,, Owing to the intense heat, 
to go almost naked during most of the 
year, have hit upon a scheme that is 
claimed to make life not only bearable, 
but highly enjoyable during the long, 
hot days when the broiling sun is. send¬ 
ing down seeming rays of fire. 

While their plan does not tax the 
brains of modem science, it is, never¬ 
theless, unique and involves the! labor 
of an enormous army of workers. Their 
method is to take a broad stretch of 
land adjoining their large villages and 
convert it, into a swamp. This is done 
by clearing the land thoroughly of all 
vegetation and underbrush, only the 
trees being left standing. By months of 
patient labor, in which all inhabitants 
of the village, both men and women, 
join, they dig a canal from the nearest 
lake and drain it into their artificial 
marsh. The depth of water in these 
marshes varies from IQ to 20 or 30 feet 
according to the excavation done before¬ 
hand. j 

Trees are then cut and carefully strip¬ 
ped of both bark and branches and 
driven in groups in numerous parts of 
the marsh, leaving about 10 or 15 feet 
above the water. On the tops of .these 
stilts, or piles, the houses are then built 
and so overhang tho marsh. 

In some parts of India “floating vil¬ 
lages ’ 1 have been constructed with great 
success. The inventors of this mode of 
keeping cool came from inland tribes of 
natives, where the heat killed off hun¬ 
dreds every yean These men journeyed
